The year 1947 marked the beginning new period 
control California. July 1st that year 
the State Department Public Health established the 
Bureau Vector Control study and control arthro- 
pods medical importance. This new bureau consoli- 
dated within the Division Environmental Sanitation 
the work mosquito control and rodent survey pre- 
viously done other departmental units. 

Since 1916, the department had conducted active 
program rodent survey work. recent years this 
activity was primarily field plague surveys and 
collaboration with epidemiologists field studies 
plague, anthrax, rabies, psittacosis and typhus. 

1946, the department was given the responsibility 
for the administration $400,000 subvention fund 
for local mosquito abatement work, for studies and 
demonstrations, and for emergency action case 
mosquito-borne disease outbreaks. 

1947 departmental activities rodent survey 
and mosquito control were centralized newly 
formed Bureau Vector Control which, while continu- 
ing services formerly conducted, initiating 
expanded work based upon analysis the State’s 
entire vector control problem. 


Analysis Vector-borne Diseases 


With the establishment the new bureau was 
necessary map out new plan action. first step 
this process, review was made past vector control 
activities.

More emphasis has been placed sur- 

veys than control demonstrations control 
programs. 


The greatest amount endemic survey work has 
been the reservoirs and vectors plague and 
tularemia. 

The major emphasis control demonstrations 
and control programs has been the mosquito 
vectors encephalitis and malaria. 

Minimal emphasis control demonstrations and 
control programs has been the rodent reser- 
voirs plague, typhus and relapsing fever. 

several the nine diseases listed the 
accompanying table work very little has 
been done with respect surveys, con- 
trol demonstrations control programs. 

With this information hand, vector-borne diseases 
California were critically reviewed and vector 
diseases having the highest potential California 
July, 1947, were analyzed basis for planning 
vector control activities. These diseases were encepha- 
litis, malaria, plague, Q-fever, relapsing fever, rocky 
mountain spotted fever, tularemia, typhus fever plus 
the group fly-borne diseases which were analyzed 
single The results this analysis were 
tabulated the table. The diseases are 
listed alphabetically since their relative order impor- 
tance may change any time. 

Each disease was considered with respect to: (1) 
problem the State, (2) the past and future programs 
the State, and (3) needed research. 

arbitrary A-B-C was used indicate com- 
parative values points considered evaluating the 
problem and past program for each disease with 
representing high value, ‘‘B’’ moderate, and 
low value.

Inspection the evaluation the disease problem 
reveals that encephalitis and murine typhus are 
present the most important vector-borne diseases. 
addition, there are many unknown and weak points 
our knowledge the fundamental facts, and the prev- 
alence vectors and reservoirs. obtain the needed 
fundamental facts research must stimulated. 


The past and future state program has been evalu- 
ated according the three phases activities 
out any vector control program, namely 
surveys, control demonstrations, and control 
programs. Both the reservoir and the vector must 
considered each case.

Incidence: The actual and potential incidence 
encephalitis man and equine encephalomyelitis 
animals was evaluated. large number cases occur 
each year and potentially great number more could 
occur.

Vector: Our knowledge ‘‘fundamental 
the vector moderately good, but incomplete, for 
the infection are not known.

The Bureau School Accounts and Records, State 
Department Education, has sent out mimeographed 
samples State Form No. J-31, all regular full-time 
kindergartens, regular full-time day elementary schools, 
regular full-time day high schools, and regular full- 
time day junior colleges the public school systems 
California.

Raw milk has been implicated possible mode 
transmission Rickettsia burneti, the causative agent

Although the studies show that raw milk may defi- 
nitely carry Rickettsia burneti and that the organisms 
are destroyed pasteurization, evidence has yet 
been put forth show that human infection can 
drinking milk any type.
